6) Standards: 
"Compliance” as used 
herein shall be deemed 
to be substantial com¬ 
pliance. 

7) DeodUne: 

Such determln a 11 o n 
shall be made as to 
each lot, slope and 
grading operation by 
2/3rds vote on or before 
June 29, 1965. 

8) ObUgctUoii: 

Subdivider shall be 
bound at his cost to 
correct and bring into 
substantial compliance 
every such noncompli¬ 
ance within such time 
limits as may be set by 
the Board. The subdivi¬ 
der shall be released 
from any obligation to 
the City as to lots found 
to be in such substan¬ 
tial compliance. 

9) Authority: 

The Board is to have 
autonomy and be free 
to conduct the arbitra¬ 
tion as it sees fit, and 
shall receive no in¬ 
structions other than 
jointly from Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy and Mr. Martin. 
The Board is not obli¬ 
gated to receive any 
evidence other than the 
matters already or 
hereby made available 
to it, except as herein¬ 
after set forth. Both 
parties reserve the 
right to introduce evi¬ 
dence following receipt 
of the tentative report. 

10) Enforcement: 

The Board is authorized 
to continue after its 
award to determine 
compliance therewith 
by the subdivider with¬ 
in a 30-day period after 
the award. 

11) Expenses: 

The City will pay all 
costs of arbitration; the 
arbitrators should set 
their fees as a Board of 
Arbitration, keep i n g 
the City advised in ad¬ 
vance thereof. Any ar¬ 
bitration costs* incur¬ 
red by reason of a re¬ 
quest by Mr. Kennedy 
to introduce evidence 
per Item 9 shall be paid 
by the subdivider, 
♦involving more than 
one day (6 hours) of 
hearing 

12) Other Cloiins: 

The arbitration is to be 
without prejudice to 
other claims or de¬ 
mands either party 
may have. 

13) Other Instructions: 

If further instructions 
are necessary, please 
contact Mr. Kennedy or 
Mr. Martin for details. 

14) Findings: 

The parties will appre¬ 
ciate as detailed a set 
of findings as is pos¬ 
sible under the circum¬ 
stances ; the proposed 
report to be sent to Mr. 
Martin and Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy 48 hours in ad¬ 
vance of final deter¬ 
mination. 

15) Signatures:

“A double tax windfall is 
the immediate prospect for 
purchasers of durable items 
On which the Federal manu¬ 
facturers’ excise tax is re¬ 
fundable,” said Richard Ne- 
vlns. Southern California 
Member of the Board of 
Equalization. 

Nevins, speaking general¬ 
ly about taxes on the Sac¬ 
ramento scene, specifically 
advised retailers that the 
sales tax applicable to the 
Federal manufacturers’ ex¬ 
cise tax refund must also be 
made to the customer in or¬ 
der for the refund to quali¬ 
fy as a deduction on the 
California sales tax return. 

‘"This means,” Nevins con¬ 
tinued, "that an excise tax 
refund of $100 should in¬ 
clude in addition, a desig¬ 
nated sales tax refund of $4, 
making a total of $104.” 

Under these circumstances, 
the $100 is deductible on the 
sales tax return and the 
State, in effect, pays its por¬ 
tion of the refund, said Ke¬ 
vins. Items involved are 
automobiles, air condition¬ 
ers, household appliances, 
phonographs, records, musi¬ 
cal instruments, i)ens, pen¬ 
cils, lighters, cameras, 
photographic equl p m e n t, 
and sporting goods, except 
fishing tackle.

$397,532,170 to $586,649,381. 

Per capita property taxes 
levied for all local govern¬ 
ments in the County rose 
24.7 per cent from $139.69 
for fiscal 1960 to $174.20 for 
the current year ending 
June 30. 

Statewide total property 
tax levies for counties, 
cities, schools and special 
districts amounted to $3,144,- 
867,087 for the year ending 
this June 30, an increase of 
53.4 per cent in five years 
over the $2,049,711,194 leided 
In fiscal 19W. This compares 
with an 18.4 per cent in¬ 
crease in population for the 
same period. 

In ten years there has 
been a rise In total levies 
of 171.8 per cent from the 
$1,156,949,807 levied for fis¬ 
cal 1955 with population ris¬ 
ing only 45.8 per cent In 
just one year the statewide 
levies have Increased 8.8 
per cent from the fiscal 1964 
figure of $2,889,735,512.

ties, 12 per cent by the cities, 
50 .per cent by the schools 
and 9 per cent by special 
districts. 

The total property tax 
levy for counties statewide 
increased 44.4 per cent over 
the last five years from 
$632„781,648 for fiscal 1960 
to $913,754,233 for fiscal 1965. 
The current levy is 129.1 per 
cent greater than the $398,- 
765,300 levied ten years ago 
in fiscal 1955 and 9 per cent 
above the $838,436,598 levied 
for fiscal 1964. 

The $383,928,900 In city 
levies, statewide in Califor¬ 
nia, for the year just ending, 
was 41.8 per cent higher 
than the $270,818,761 levied 
in fiscal 1960 five years ago. 
For the ten-year span from 
fiscal 1955 when the levy for 
cities statewide amounted to 
$175,082,306, there has been 
an increase of 119.3 per Cent. 
There was a one-year in¬ 
crease of 4.3 per cent from 
the $368,193,735 for fiscal 
1964. 

Local taxes for school dis¬ 
tricts in California have 
jumped 62.4 per cent in five 
years from the $973,950,524 
for fiscal 1960 to $1,581,449,- 
728 for the year ending June 
30, 1966. This latter figure 
is 222.1 .per cent greater than 
the $491,018,223 levied ten 
years ago in fiscal 1955 and 
9.5 per cent greater than the 
$1,443,791,487 lor fiscal 1964. 

Statewide levies for spe¬ 
cial districts totaling $265,- 
734,226 this year were up 
54.4 per cent from the $172,- 
160,261 levied five years ago 
in fiscal 1960, were 188.6 per 
cent greater than the $92,- 
083,978 ten years ago in fis¬ 
cal 1955 and 11 per cent 
more than the $239,313,692 
levied a year ago in fiscal 
1964. 

The statewide per capita 
tax levy for the year ending 
in June 1%5 averaged 
$169.02, showing a five-year 
increase of 29.6 per cent 
from the $130.41 levy for fis¬ 
cal 1960, a ten-year increase 
of 86.4 per cent from the fis¬ 
cal 1955 levy of $90.67, and 
a one-year change of 5.4 per 
cent over the $160.39 levied 
for fiscal 1964. Making 'up 
the current average levy of 
$169.02 per person in Cali¬ 
fornia are $49.11 for general 
county purposes, $20.64 for 
cities, $^.99 for school dis¬ 
tricts and $14.28 for special 
districts. 

S. J. Arnold Executive Di¬ 
rector of the Association, 
pointed out that considera¬ 
tion of a property tax per 
capita burden of $169.02 for 
each man, woman and child 
in the state’s population is 
only part of the story. “If the 
family includes a breadwin¬ 
ner and two dependents, the 
property tax burden per 
average family would reach 
$507 for the 1965 year. Only 
high public spending causes 
high taxes,” said Arnold. 


Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh today proposed a 
temporary acceleration of 
sales tax collections to fi¬ 
nance the State’s anticipated 
budget deficit and to gain 
time for the Governor and 
Legislature to work out a 
long-range property tax re¬ 
form program. 

Unruh said: 

“I propose a temporary, 
and I stress the word tem¬ 
porary, acceleration of the 
collection of sales taxes for 
only the months of April and 
May, 1966. 

“Sales taxes paid by Con¬ 
sumers In April are not for¬ 
warded to the State by most 
merchants until the end of 
July. Acceleration would 
mean that the sales taxes 
collected in April and May 
would be returned to the 
State in May and June of 
next year. ’This would make 
$100 million in additional 
revenues available to fi¬ 
nance the budget as passed 
by the Legislature last week. 

“I am supporting a spe¬ 
cial session of the Legisla¬ 
ture for consideration of this 
suggestion, and I believe 
that only a few days would 
be necessary to enact legis¬ 
lation to accomplish this 
admittedly limited solution. 

“I propose that merchants 
with a monthly tax collec¬ 
tion of $130 or less would be 
exempt and the provision 
would contain a provision 
which would allow mer- 


“It should be pointed out 
that Governor Brown has 
suggested the acceleration of 
sales tax income in the past 
to gear state income more 
closely to the economy. 

“Adoption of the plan 
would make it .possible for 
the Legislature, when it con¬ 
venes next February, to re¬ 
view the entire revenue pic¬ 
ture and to terminate the 
limited acceleration feature 
if it so desires in light of 
actual state revenue collec¬ 
tions. 

“It would also allow time 
for a more detailed examin¬ 
ation of the State’s long- 
range revenue needs, which 
are rising far more rapidly 
than present sources of tax 
income, with a ■view to a 
more permanent solution 
than has been pro'vided by 
the patchwork alteration 
which has been going on 
since the 1930’s. Such an ex¬ 
amination should also in¬ 
clude every possible means 
of shifting some of the prop¬ 
erty tax burden to other 
sources of financing.”

Ex-State Senator 
Dilworth Passes 
Away In Hemet 

Ex-State Senator Nelson S. 
Dilworth, former Sierra Ma- 
drean, passed away Monday, 
June 21 at the age of 74 at 
toe Hemet Hospital, follow¬ 
ing an illness of two months. 

Dilworth spent most of 
his boyhood and early 
school days here and pio¬ 
neers recoil him as riding 
his bike back and forth to 
Occidental College. 

Following World War I he 
settled in Hemet organizing 
the American Legion Post 
there in 1919 and serving as 
their first commander. 

Elected to the California 
Legislature in 1936 he served 
his District in Riverside 
County for a quarter of a 
century in the Assembly and 
then in the Senate. He was 
chairman of the California 
Senate Investigation Com¬ 
mittee and sponsored the 
1953 state law empowering 
school boards to fire teach¬ 
ers who belonged to the 
Communist Party. He wrote 
toe 1947 bill that estab¬ 
lished the institution for 
cancer research at the Uni¬ 
versity of California. 

He had many awards for 
his constant effort to pre¬ 
serve American FYeedom, 
especially in the field of 
education, and was honored 
on four occasions by Free¬ 
dom Foundation for his pa¬ 
triotic efforts.
